Abbreviations from Christian and Jewish papyri 
which are also excluded from the catalogues of 
Pack and Uebel. Christian abbreviations of the 
type 5¢ = 9(e6)c¢ which occur in secular texts 
are, however, included. (See Index, Part I s.v. 
Gvepenoc, Bbc, ‘Iopafid, uderoc, natie, mvebua.) 
‘They occur in papyri dateable to the third to 
seventh century and written by scribes obviously 
accustomed to the Christian or Gnostic tradition. 
A list of these texts is given in Appendix VI. 
Such abbreviations even found their way into 
documentary papyri (see P.abinn. 30-33).
